do to our great tomfoꝛt foꝛeſee there tan grow no account of diſturbance ot our peate and 
quiet, but from ſuch refuſe and vagabond people : 

Therefoze we doe ſtreightly command and charge all perſons, that ſuch looſe people, 
hauing no certaine dwelling oꝛ abode Within the Citie and Suburbs thereof, oz other- 
wile no ſufficient cauſe of ſtay oꝛ lawfull buſineſſe, pꝛeſently auoyde, and get them downe 
into the Countrey, vpon paine ot death by Marſhall Lawe , to be executed bponthent, 
And doe in like maner commaund all people of like ſozt and condition, oꝛ any other per⸗ 
ſons that cannot yeeld ſome reaſonable cauſe of their repaire, to foꝛbeare to tome out of 
the Conntrey to our ſayd Citie, 02 the Suburbs thereof, vpon like paine : And wee 
doe ſtreightly charge as well our Pꝛouoſt Marſhall, as the Conſtables and others, 
to whom it may appertaine, to appꝛehend ſuch offendours, that they be pzoceeded with, 
with all care and diligence, as they willanſwereitattheirvttermoſt perill,

open ſhops in ſuch ſoꝛt, as in open time they are accuſtomed to doe, and at ſuch rates and pꝛizes
